Air France Liner 
Traveling Corridor 
Over Soviet Zone 


BERLIN — (AP)—Two 


luissian jet fighters attacked 
an Air France commercial 
airliner with cannon and ma- 
shinegun fire in the Allied air 
orridor over the Soviet zone 
oday. Two German passen- 
gers were wounded and two 
crew members nicked by bul- 
lets. 


The airliner, en route to Berlin 


with 11 passengers and six crew- 
men aboard, ducked behind cloud 
cover after the 
fighters 
made 


four passes. It reached Berlin's 
Templehof airdrome safely half an 
hour after the attack. 


Fuselage Riddled 


The fuselage was riddled, but 


fortunately none of the shots hit 
a vital part ot the plane. None of 
the passengers or crewmen was 
an American. 


The Allied high commission at 


Bonn sent a stern protest to the 
Soviet Control Commission imme- 
diately. 


Commercial flights between Ber- 


lin and Western .Germany were 
cancelled temporarily by Allied 
officials, but the. .embargo was 
lifted gradually a few hours later. 


Count 20 Holes 


Air France's four-englned Doug- 


las .plane arrived at Templehof 
from Frankfurt with five cannon 
holes the size of a fist in the fuse- 
lage and wings. Inspecting crews 
said they counted 20 to 25 holes 
in the plane altogether. A first 
report by U. S. air officers that 
there were 89 bullet holes was dis- 
counted later as exaggerated. 


The Air France office said the 


two wounded on the airliner were 
Mrs. Irmgard Nebel of Frankfurt, 
who was hit in the abdomen, and 
Walter Kurth of Bad Homburg, 
wounded in the arm and thigh. 
Mrs. Nebel was taken to a hospital 
where pieces of 20-millimeter am- 
munition were removed. 


The French pilot said he was 


flying precisely in the center of 
the air corridor over the Russian 
zone, when two jets made four 
passes at him and unloaded bursts 
of cannon and machinegun fire. 


The co-pilot and steward also 


were nicked by bullets.

Jcard and Dale Barnstable, mem- 
>ers of Kentucky's "Fabulous 
Five" of 1948 and 1949, were placed 
on "indefinite probation." 


Plead Guilty 


They had pleaded guilty to fix- 
ng the point spread in a National 
hvitation tournament game with 
-oyola of Chicago 
in Madison 


Square Garden, March 14, 1949. 
Loyola won 67-56, in a resounding 
upset. 


Judge Streit described the ex- 
ended use of athletic scholarships 
n certain American colleges as 
'the darkest blot on American col- 
ege athletics." 


He asserted the defendants and 
ither athletes of the Kentucky 
earns "with the full knowledge of 
he coach, were covertly subsidised 
n violation of amateur rules," 
hat "unqualified students were 
matriculated on athletic scholar- 
hips," and that "cribbing at ex- 
mlnations by these defendants 
vas encftinnged and tolerated by 
inivcrsity officials." 
Last November and December, 


Streit, a tall, dapper, bachelor ot 
53, blasted the "commercialism 
and over-emphasis" on athletics in 
the 'nation's schools. In sentencing 
other players and fixers then, 
Streit blamed college authorities, 
alumni and coaches for widespread 
corruption and labelled the attitude 
of 
many 
bigtlme 
coaches 
as 


"despicable.'.' 


Today he spoke out as plainly. 
He characterized the athletic 


scholarship "racket" as the "most 
fruitful device and scheme yet in- 
vented to destroy the amateur 
code."

Warning Given on 
Dread Disease 


URBANA— Foot and mouth dis- 


ease has not appeared in the Unit- 
ed States since 1929. But with 
outbreaks occurring in both Mexi- 
co and Canada, Illinois farmers 
i'c being asked to be on the alert 
for the disease. 


It affects cattle, sheep, goats 


and swine, as well as any other 
animal with cloven hoof. 


If the disease strikes, blisters 


appear on the tongue and about 
the mouth, on teats and udders, on 
the skin above the hoof and be- 
tween the claws of the hoof. They 
may ni«o appear on the snouts 
of swine. These blisters break in 
* day and form red ulcers.

farms in Lee and Ogle counties at 
1 p. in. today. 


In Lee county the demonstra 


tion was to be given at the Clar 
ence Ackland farm.

Farmers who were troubled with 


gpittlebug on hay crops in 1951 
and who intend to treat this year 
should get started now, according 
to entomologists of the Illinois Na- 
tural History Survey and Univer- 
sity of Illinois college of agricul- 
ture. 


Newly hatched spittlebugs were 


found in fields in central Illinois 
on April 16. Treatment with DHC 
emulsion or lindane can start now 
before all the eggs have hatched. 
Toxaphene or emulsifiable moth- 
oxychlor should not 
be applied 


until spittlebug hatch is nearing 
completion for best results. 


Treatment in Northern Illinois 


may start towards the middle of 
this week and continue for ten 
days to two weeks. Limiting fac- 
tors on treatment are ability of 
the spray to penetrate into the 
foliage of the plant and length of 
time until harvest of the hay crop.

In the first note, dated March 10, the Russians made this pro- 


posal: 


"Civil and political rights equal to' all other German citizens for 


participation in the building of peace-loving democratic Germany 
must be made available to all former members of the German army, 
including officers and generals, all former Nazis, excluding those who 
are now serving court sentences for commission of crimes." 


By this proposal to forgive all former Nazis, it was assumed that 


the Russians had been employing a number of ex-Hitlerite military 
and political leaders in East Germany, and wanted to keep on using 
them.

In other words, in this se*cond note the Russians were opposing 


the employment of ex-Hitlerites by West Germany, although the first 
note had specifically proposed forgiving all-ex-Nazis their past sins 
and granting them full civil and political rights. 


This glaring inconsistency in the two Soviet 'notes is taken as a 


good indication of just what kind of a deal the Russians want to make 
on a German peace. 


That 64-ruble word, "revanchistes" used in the second Soviet note, 


means "revengers." In diplomatic lingo, it means particularly those 
who try to regain lost territory. 


Applied to the German case,- it would mean West Germans eager 


to regain for a united <3ermany those parts of the pre-war Germany 
now held by Russia and Poland. 


Used in the Soviet note, it is taken to mean that the Russians are 


opposed to any efforts to change present German boundaries.

Recommend Hearing Aids 
For Slight Hearing Loss 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 
' Too many people who have lost 
some of their ability to hear well 
put off using hearing aids. Some- 
times this is because they do 
not know their hearing has suf- 
fered. Often the family and friends 
of a person who is slightly deaf 
Becomes aware of the hearing dif- 
ficulty long before" the patient does 
himself. 


1 Many people who are slightly 
deaf for some reason feel that 
wearing a hearing aid hurts their 
p'ride. This is curious, because it is 
no more the patient's fault when 
the hearing becomes less acute 
than it is when one develops de- 
fective vision and wears glasses. 


Loss of hearing of different tones 


usually is not equal, just as hear- 
ing loss may not be-equal in both 
ears. Many people, for example, 
can continue to hear low tones Just 
about as well as ever even after 
tjieir ability to hear high tones has 
become seriously impaired. 
, Hearing Is often 
better some 


days than others. A person who is 
slightly deaf may be able to hear 
spoken voices well in a relatively 
quiet room, but may hardly be 
able to hear anything when there 
is noise in the background, such as 
the noise of street cars or elevated 
trains. 
'Hearing for such things as sym- 
phonic music may be retained after 
ordinary business conversation has 
become exceedingly difficult. 
(Several manufacturers have ac- 


cfeptable instruments on'the mar- 
ket. There are several varieties 
and models to choose from. Wheth- 
er or 'not the manufacturer or 
agent supplies an adjustment serv- 
ice for those whose instruments re- 
quire it is one of the factors to be 
used in picking the hearing aid.

MUST KNOW HEARING LOSS 


The adjustment to the individual 


requires some knowledge of the 
degree of hearing loss and the na- 
ture of it. That is, whether the loss 
is greater fbr some tones than for 
others. 


An electrical hearing aid has 


many% intricate parts and even if 
adjusted to the hearing of the 
wearer at first, it may require ad- 
ditional adjustment later on. The 
batteries which supply the elec- 
trical energy have to be kept up. 


A hearing aid is sometimes worn 


for a while with satisfaction and 
then discarded because it does not 
seem to continue to supply the ben- 
efit which it did at first. This is 
not always the fault of the device 
and sometimes all that is neces- 
sary :s suitable adjustment.

INSTALLMENT BUYING OF FEDERAL BUILDINGS • 


A new "lease-purchase" plan for constructing new post office 


and federal court buildings is being urged on Congress by Jess 
Larson, head of General Services .Administration, the governments 
housekeeping agency. 


The big idea is to let private industry put up buildings for govern- 


ment to use, instead of having the government build them. The gov- 
ernment would pay rent, but the rent payments would be applied to 
the purchase price in much the same manner as a private citizen 
buys his own home on the installment plan. 


Under some circumstances, Larson figures the government's pay- 


ments on a new building would be less than it now pays in rents. Also, 
the government would save in that it would not have to make 
big capital Investment. 


Buildings would be built to government specifications. 
Investors 


would have guaranteed tenants and proposed deals would yield about 
3 per cent on an investment during lease-purchase periods of up to 25 
years. 


There are now about two and a quarter billion dollars worth of 


government buildings authorized for which Congress has appropriated 
no funds. 


Though there was considerable public works construction, Of ~cv. 


ernment Buildings in the depression, for the past 14 years the freeze 
has been on due to war and defense requirements. 


Th new lease-purchase plan is offered in an effort to get new fed- 


eral buildings in places like Denver and Tacoma, which have struc- 
tures put up back in the 1880's.

Miss Stray's 200-year-old home 


is on a small island at the south- 
ern tip of the peninsula. It is heat- 
ed by electricity which is both 
cheap and plentiful due to abund- 
ant water power but otherwise is 
far from modern as we under- 
stand the term. 


Parents Lawyers, 


Both of Miss Stray's parents are 


f lawyers as is her sister now an 


appointed judge far north in the 
Land of the Midnight Sun. 


Like other Norwegian children, 


Miss Stray started to school at six 
and in the fourth grade began the 
study of English,' French, and 
German. She is a graduate in law 
from the University of Oslo, a five- 
year course. 


The government pays the expen 


ses of educating the children who 


1 later repay if they wish. Chil 


dren must attend school until they 
are past 14. Colleges and private 
schools as we know them do no 
exist in Norway. 


When asked about professions 


for women, Miss Stray said tha 
they study to be doctors, dentists 
beauty operators, teachers (the 
majority of elementary and high 
school teachers are women), "but 
not so many are lawyers."

« country," says Miss Stray. "We 
± walk miles. We wash twice a year. 


Fish pudding, which is our main 
dish, looks like your mashed po- 
tatoes. We do not have bridge 
parties like you, but we always 
serve coffee and cakes at our 
social gatherings." 


The government pays pensions 


to mothers and to th« very old. 
In fact, Miss Stray states, "Nor- 
way has the highest tax rate of 
any country in the world now."

Elgin Firm Gets 
Ogle-DeKalb 
Highway Bid 


SPRINGFIELD—The state high- 


way division today named the 
Giertz-Melahn Asphalt firm, Elgin, 
apparent low bidder on resurfacing 
8.98 miles of Alt. Rt. 30 from the 
Ogle-DeKalb county line easterly. 


Bid of the firm was $207,545. 
In Whlteside county, contract for 


repairs on 3.43 miles of pavement 
apparently will go to the Quad City 
Construction Co., Rock Island, for 
its bid of $392,428. 


Pavement to be repaired is Rt. 


30 from two miles northwest of 
Morrison northwest 1.4 miles, and 
from one mile northwest of Union 
Grove northwest two miles. 


Other apparent low bidders were 


announced by the division on road 
improvements costing more than 
$12,000,000. Since the first of the 
year, the division said, the state 
has opened bids on projects ex- 
ceeding $32,000,000.

Fish Have a Big Role in Our World Position, 
Deserve 'Cabinet Status9 Says Inuustry Chief

NEW . YORK — (NBA) — Many 


people think of fish as something 
we eat more of during Lent. Royal 
Toner, president of the National 
Fisheries Institute, thinks of it 
also as a vital factor in our na- 
tional economy and in our world 
position today. 


The Fisheries Institute includes 


the leading American fishermen, 
primary processors, canners, sell- 
ers, smokers, freezers, distributors 
and boat owners, a $2 billion in- 
dustry that employs more than 
550,000 men and women. 


"Fish and shell fish, being top 


sources of protein, play a vital 
role in international tensions," he 
explained. "For example. Red 
China is protein starved. The 
Chinese, not being seafaring peo- 
ple, have failed to develop the 
sources of protein in her coastal 
waters. Except off Siberia, Russia 
has very little seacoast and that 
is frozen nine months of the year. 
She is therefore short of protein 
food for her millions." 
• . * » 


There has never been a world 


war when all the countries in- 
volved had enough protein for 
their people. Toner pointed out. 
"The importance of fish to our 
national economy and to Interna- 
tional peace is so towering that 
it should be recognized with full 
cabinet status." 


Toner, massive but soft-spoken, 


nearly 40 years in the oyster grow- 
ing business, fears our enemies 
may discover the remaining fish- 
ing areas in the world before we 
do. 


While he ate a lunch of oysters 


on the half shell, followed by the 
first shad of the season from 
Georgia waters, he explained that 
fishing areas are controlled by in- 
tenuuional treaties. The first coua-

Rights in the Grand 
Banks area under present inter- 
nationl treaties are restricted to 
the British,' French, Spanish and 
Americans, ..based on discovery 
priority. 


"The fishing areas north of the 


main'island of Japan were orig- 
inally owned by Russia, but in re-' 
cent dec*4*« Itased to Japan by, 


Russia. Since World War n, Rus- 
sia has refused to renew those 
leased rights. 


"On the western shore of South 


America, particularly off Chile, 
lies one of the richest fishing areas 
in the world. In the past 10 years 
freezing plants have been installed 
there and frozen fish has been ex- 
ported to the U.S. competing with 
our fish processed by higher paid 
labor.": 
. He called attention to Alaska. 
"All its gold and minerals to- 
gether," he said, "do not compare 
with the wealth the Alaskan fish- 
ing industry has brought to this 
country."

The future of fishing rights in 


oceans of the world is more im- 
portant than land rights, accord- 
ing to Toner, who added: "as com- 
pared with what remains to be 
explored in the sea, land areas 
offer little hope of wealth to be 
gained by exploration." 


The last frontier for the explor- 


er Is the sea, in his judgment. If 
sources in the vast oceans of the 
world, we can accomplish two 
ends: 


Aid the hungry peoples without 


depleting our own resources. (The 
world population is increased by 
165,000 each day.) 


Add to our national wealth at a 


time when threat of war puts an 
increasing strain on our national 
economy.

further to six billion dollars. 


The bill authorizes extension of 


the Mutual Security program for 
fiscal 1953 starting July 1. It car- 
ries allotments for American al- 
lies all over the world. 


The overseas program has been 


one of the chief targets of congres- 
sional budget-cutting advocates in 
this election year and in fiscal 1953. 


Administration witnesses 
con- 


tended the money was badly need- 
ed to bolster countries that would 
meet the first shock of any Rus- 
sian attack. 


The senate committee vote made 


it certain that the final amount 
will be less than the $7,300,000,000 
appropriated last year.
